As  soon  as  the  tree 
or  shrub  becomes  dormant  it  can  be  moved  and  the  change  of  loca¬ 
tion  will  affect  it  but  little.  When  set  out  in  the  fall,  the  bruised 
roots  begin  at  once  to  heal  and  callous  is  formed;  the  trees  recover 
quickly  from  moving,  soon  become  firmly  established  and  with  the 
first  touch  of  spring  are  ready  to  go  into  business  for  themselves 
vigorously.
